programmes this year showed a drop of something like 


400,000. 
To take, one individual case,

watched by 55,000, the largest 
attendance of that day, but it 
was something Ike 13,000 short 
of the capacity crowd such a 
match has usually attracted. 
And on this occnsion, Chelsea 
carried the title of “Cham- 
plons”. : 


Two or three scasons ago, the 
gates would have been closed 
before the start, Other First 
Division, games have shown the 
same decline which has also been, 
evident down to the Third Divi- 
sion sides.

Most of them stay for a year 
und take three or four jobs in 
succession at different types of 
schools, travelling from north to 
south or vice versa (New Zealand 
is nearly 1,000 mites teng). 


Don’t Fit Needs 


They favour primary and in- 
termediate  schcols, ‘toachers' 
culleges and occasionally the 
newer secondary schools, 


Intermediate schools in New 
zealand are Jorge establishments 
covering the last two years of 
‘he primary course. 


The older State secondary 
schools do not fit the American 
visitors’ needs so well. Their 
{raditions, © inherited from 
Colonial days, are definitely 
‘Bugilsh, Only a proportion are 
j co-educational, school uniforms 
are compulsory and the 
yurriculum, although now 
liberallsed and comprchensivo, Is 
stil dominated in a large 
mensure by external examina- 
thons, 


In primary and, Intermediate 
schools American teachers soon 
{ind themselves at home. For 
nearly a generation New Zealand 
educational policy at the primary 
level has not examtly worshipped 
at the shrine of John Deweoy, but 
{t has inclined respectfully in 
his direction. 


The late John Dewey was the 
fathor of “progressive”? cduca- 
tion in the United States whose 
system was ‘to transfer the 
emphasis of education from the 
subject matter to the child by a 
“learning by doing” method. 


Bad Spelling 


This orientation. was marked 
under the Savage-Fraser Labour 
regime, 1935-49. There has since 
been something of a swing the 
other way, but the non-academic, 
even the non-verbal, child still 
vets the ‘tender consideration 
which was unknown: in older 
days. ; 

Chambers of commerce prolvst 
nbout bad spelling and worse 
arithmetic. Secondary “and 
university {teachers add their 
iplaints, However, things appear 
‘to even out in the long run. 1 
fhe schovls do not produce: highly 
iterate children, Jt. does secm 
that they produce quite Ilterate 
adults—ond the children wh 
attend them ore as happy and 
lively as anyone could wish to 
fce. 

So the American teachers 
enjoy thelr work here. One of 
them -has been making a great 
sucetrs of follt dancing in the 
rchool hill to tunes Ike “The 
Sow that Took the Measles,” and 
“Cotton-oye Joe,"’. : 

s“Under the skin, New Zealand 
children are no different from 
American,” he says.
